Were Fighting Big Fire in Stockyards “When Tron 
Canopy Fell, Crushing Them to Death—Scores 
People Killed and Hurt in Conflagration in

Chicago, Dee. 22—'T'wenty or more 
firenicn, among whom are believed to 
be Fire Marshall James Horan, Bat- 
talion Chief William Burroughs and 
Lieut. Fitzgerald, were killed when 
crushed beneath a heavy iron canopy 
which fell upon them while they were 
fighting a fire, the damage from which 
is estimated at $500,000 to” the beef 
house of Nelson, Morris & Co., Forty- 
third and Loomis streets, in the stock- 
yards early today.

STERILIZE CITY WATER 
SOMETIME NEXT WEEK 


ONLY REQUIRES TEN POUNDS OF SULPHO-CHLORITE 
‘OF LIME TO KILL GERMS IN ONE MILLION GALLONS 
OF WATER. 


Speaking to a Capital representa- 


tive this morning Engineer Latornel 
stited that the sterilization pliant 
would in all probability be in-oper- 
ation some time next week. 

The sterilizer will be attached to 
the 6,000,000 gallon pump in such a 
way that the solution used in ssteriliz- 
ing the water will flow by gravity into 
the suction valve of the pump. The 
flow of the mixture is regulated by a 
valve which will allow only a certain 
amount to flow into the valve of the 
big pump during a certain period. 

Dr. Whitelaw, medical health, offi- 
cer, estimates that ten pounds of the 
sulpho chlorite of lime, the compound 


which is used, will be enough to ster- 


ilize one million gallons of water. 
‘The sulpho-chlorite of lime is kept 
thoroughly mixed by a small plunger 
operated by electricity and as the liq- 
uid flows into ‘the water it gives off 
chronmatic acid gas which is:death to 
all species of. bacteria that may have 
found a lodging place in the: water., 
According to the estimate of pro- 
minent engineers a man would have ‘to 
drink one gallon of. water for 7000 
days or 7000 gallons in 1 day in order 
to secure an ordinary medicinal dose, 
showing if the experts report is cor- 
rect, that the danger of illness through 
the introduction of ‘this compound into 
the city’s water supply, is very remote.

DOMINION GOVERNMENT 
MOVES TO AID MINERS 


‘ 


REPRESENTATIVE OF DEPARTMENT OF MINES AT OT- 
TAWA WILL BE PRESENT AT BELLEVUE: INVESTI- 
GATION—MAY FRAME ACT TO GIVE INCREASED 
PROTECTION TO MINERS. 


The fact that the Dominion govern- 
ment have at last decided to take steps 
to have ‘the House of Commons frame 
a general act which will regulate all 
coal mines in Canada, with a view to 
lessening the great loss of life w hich 
has taken place in Canadian mines 
during the last decade, has developed 
in connection with the mine disaster at 
Bellevue in Southern Alberta. 

There is in Edmonton today a man 
who, on behalf of the Government of 
Canada, will be present at the investi- 
gation into the Bellevue disaster, for 
the purpose of gathering all infor- 
mation and data that may be useful 
to the Dominion government in fram- 
ing an act as above mentioned. This 
man is Joseph Hudson of the Depart- 
ment of Mines, and he will be present 
during the entire investigation at Bel- 
levue, which has been adjourned in the 
meantime, pending the decision of the 
attorney-general’s department as to 


whether the investigation shall be car-| 


ried on by commission or coroner’s 
jury. 

The Dominion gov ernment, in view 
of the fact that there. is a greater 
fatality in mine disasters in Canada, 
than there is from any other cause in 
Great Britain, have been contemplat- 
ing such legislation as will make for 
the curtailment of the fatality rate, 
and for the better regulation of mines. 
Mr. Hudson has been sent west to 


(gather any information posible as ‘to 


mine disasters in the west, and it is 
probable that the legislation will be 
brought down next year. 

Alberta has probably had the largest 
share of these mine disasters, although 
there have been'some bad ones in Bri- 
tish Columbia. The disasters, at the 
Frank mines, the Hillcerest mines, the 
Strathcona mines, and at Bellevue all 


exacted a large toll in lives of miners, - 


and ‘the government have at last re- 
alized that some,steps must be taken 
to provide increased protection for 
underground miners

MAY STRIKE 


Conference at Chicago invelves 
‘All Western Roads—Strike

EXPLANATION OF LAND TAX 


By Ray \Robsion. 

The single tax is a tax levied only 
ion values of arsingle kind; that is on 
values which result from the oper- 
sion, under similar conditions of she 
taws which govern value. The value 
resulting from the ‘taxing of this one 
kind of value cacy tbe better understood 
after we consider what are ithe laws 
governing walue, in what way they 
operate, and din what way itheir oper- 
ation is affected iby taxation. 

Value depends upon simpply and de- 
mhnid existing in icertain srelations to 
each icther. The mere simultaneous 
enistemice of supply anid demand does 
not wivays cause value to result, Tie 
demand for air is great but the supply 
is sil greater, and it ‘hos wo walkte. 
And, in any instance, df supply ex- 
ceeds demand, value does nett exist: 
‘Ling may be dowbted. Ik may be said 
that more ‘hats ane in existence than 
‘aere are pec} dle to wear them, but 
this considers only the denvand for 
immediate use. Dhere is also a de- 
mand ifor future use, and a demand 
for dealers iio be prepared for a future 
demand for use, No matter whit the 
enue cr origin of a demand, its 

renglih only is of inyportance. If rhe 
eaiee is sufficient, reduced, demand 
will spring inito a events until ir ex- 
ceeds the swpply. So it as clear that 
value depends upon.the existence of a 
demand igreater than a supply, and 
that walue increases as demand in- 
creases, and decreases as supply 
creases, 

The origin ‘of ithe supply is also 
unimpori init, its existence, actual or 
possible, being alone worthy oof “con- 
sideration, and what is produced only 
by human efforts, are equally under 
the daw, but ‘amything sproduced by 
human effort cannet ‘be produced in 
quantities sufficient ito cause the value 
to cease (to exist, ior as the value de- 
clines, the decline is checked iby the 
sudden growth of the speculative de- 
mand anticipating ‘the fwiure, until 
the producer finds ihe ‘can reap a 
greater reward by producing some 
other commodity. This means that 
the value of a pnoduct of labor fluc- 
tuatese about whe peoimt at which the 
Jabor is equally valucble for cher 
purposes, but it aneans amare whan 
this. It means tthat the cost of pro- 
duction, ic, ithe reward wwhich the 
producer might! have received by pro- 
ducing something ielse, does mit di- 
reatly fix the value, bt influences it 
only by tending ‘to increase or de- 
crease whe supply. 

‘Non we observe that demand, hhav- 
ing dts origin in \people’s 
always variable, and what in the case 
6f products of labor, supply also jis 
variable, thas albowing fluctwations in 
each of ithe factors which cause value 
to exist, the Huctauations of one factor 
‘only, supply, being subject to the in- 
fluence exerted iby cost of produc- 
tion, . 

But in the case of things not pno- 
daveed: iby labor, ibwt dirrnished by na- 
ture, whe conditions nore different. 
Supply is a fixed quantity. Pluctu- 
ations. in value depend entirely wpon 
variations in tthe factor of demand 
alone. uA qvant of the supply may ‘be 
kept out of use, but the totid supply 
can net be increased or decreased by 
human agency. No man is entitled to 
a reward for providing a pant of ithe 
supply, asthe his met produced at. Nhe 
aggregate value of a tthing supplied 
wholly by nature without whe agency 
of human Jaber is due entirely to 
those who furnish the demand. He 
who claims ownership tin tv value of 
this kind isimipty tholds it iby reason 
of the sufferance tof those whio have 
ily created tthe value, the people as 
a whole, But, however some may dis- 
agree vith this conclusion, we cun all 
see a clear distinction between the 
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‘two kinds of walues; one pnoduced tby 


labor, and influenced by cost of pro- 
duction; the other existing without 
being produced iby dado, thence thav- 
ing no cast of producton to induence 
it, but depending entirely upon a 
varinble demand acting upon a fixed 
supply. 

We must now :qonsider how tax- 
ation affects the operation of the lays 
cof value, 

Taxation ts ithe thking of some 
Share of ‘existing values for giovern- 
mental purposes. (‘To tax values of 
the ifirst kind, that depend upon cost 
‘of production, whe tax being just so 
much ja pant of tthe cost as a payment 
for Jabor, ‘or ifor ithe ase of capital. 
For instance, if a ttax of $5 each be 
Jaid, on.-sittoves; the wamanufacture cf 
stoves shall. be checked sumtil those 
who want stoves are ;willing *o pay 
$5 more thaw the former price. 
Wihatever ithe ‘commodity jis, af it 
be a pnekluat of ihabor, inowever, dit iis 
taxed, by import duty, ‘by fax on 
production, or by assessing a general 
prosperity tax, tthe tax enters into the 
cost and ‘thalps to influence walue, jusit 
as surcly as it does any ctrer part of 
ithe cost. 

(But if a tax ibe levied on one of the 
other kind of values, the operation of 
tthe laws of valie is affected in a diff- 
erent way. Leis us suppose there are 
only ten diamonds in existence, all 
exactly alike and all onned iby the 
game man; and a hundred people are 
willing to wear them, but only ten are 
willing to pay $50 per year for tthe 
privilege. If a tax now tbe devied of 
$25 per year ion each diamond, imwhntt 
happens? Does cach wearer pay ‘the 
owner $75 per year so tthe jatter oan 
retain $50 after paying the itax? 
Not at all. He thas been paying $50 
per year sto gratify. himself, and as 
ihe will pay no more to gratify this 
desire, tthe tnx is devied, the owner 
must pay the $25 ax out of the $so 
received. ‘Aind in all cases where 
values of this nature are concerned, 
the operation of the daw is iaffected 
in the same way: ie., a share of the 
walue is ttaken by tthe government 
without a posstbility tof the tne> being 
Shifted by being added to the price; 
‘or, more correctly stated, the -rental 
value remains the same mhile the sell- 
ing iprice is reduced in ithe same ratio 


desires, is! 


for instance, in ithe alustration given 
above, the selling pnice of the dia- 
monds is only ‘half as much as be- 
fore ithe tax was tmposed. 

Noay, what principe of taxation is 
correct? “I‘o Jevy a tax which in- 
creases the valve? ‘Remember thait, 
if bread ds taxed jone cent a load, vhe 
poor anan'’s doaf ds taxed equally with 

“he rich man’s, and the cats just as 
much ibread, unless ‘consumption, and 
hence production, is checked iby the 
increase din «price, a result sure ito fol- 
low, and no Jess important ‘tbecause 
more dificult ito measure. Is it wise 
(to tax consumption and ‘hinder pro- 
duction?

me tax (she other class jof values 
simply taxes for purposes of govern- 
mrent a pant of the value which enisits, 
not as the result of anybody's dwbor, 
but as the result of a natural flimit 
of tihe existing stupply. Instead of 
checking consimpiion and burdening 
production, it exempits ‘bo from the 
burden iof taxation and taxes only ‘the 
privilege of using or holding certain 
values monopolistic in their nature be- 
cause wnaffected by the possibility of 
funther prodactiton, 

As a fisoal ties the proposition 
is certainly beyond criticism, The 
name of single tax is. unfortunate. It 
really means the abolition of taxation, 
Consider again he suipposti ious case 
of the ten diamonds. If their selling 
price before the tax was imposed, were 


in-} $1000 each, the price alter the tax was 


imposed nvoatld cut tthe income in ‘two, 
would be $500 each. Suppose the owner 
sells ithe diamonds iat that price. The 
new .owner’s per cent. of income, af- 
ter paying ithe tax, is the same as that 
of the wold owner before the tax awas 
levied. In char words, no burden -of 
taxation avill tbe felt, or can exist, 
when tthis method isin full fioree, and 
a new generation ds in possession of 
all land values. 

(This ibrings us to the only real ob- 
jection to ‘the plan, Difficulties in 
operation may resulk, but that is not 
a serbous objection; mo plan can be 
perfect, and difficulties in operation 
may result, but that is not a serious 
objection; no plan can be perfect, and 
difficulties of operation,as for instance, 
deciding whether a walue can ibe per- 
feat, and difficulties of operatica, as 
for instance, deciding wheither a value 
is or ds mot a product cif labor would 
be imuch Jess than tihe difficulties in- 
sqparable from our. present system, 
of taxation. But it may be wbjected 
ithat these vaules have come into ex- 
istence and when considered as private 
propenty, bought and scald, in many 
cases paid for by values produced iby 
dabor, and therefore that innocent 
holders would suffer by such a radical 
change as showing governmental rev- 
enue entirely firom this ‘one class iof 
yalues. 

(Nov I am oiling tto admis, thougth. 
all single taxers may mot be, that im 
medaate adoption of the wingle ita 
would inflict great hardship upon an 
nocent peciple. But there is mio lke- 
lihood of such isudien acition being 
maken. ‘Most of us would act favour 
of it, if it were possible. But how 
can a gradual change be invade? It 
has been swagested that some one 
class iof property ibe exempted, then 
another, till finally nothing is lef: but 
the monopolistic values. But dt seems 
to ime a fbetter plan ds for ia state 
adopting this scheme tho pass a Jaw 
redweing the rate oof taxation item per 
cenit. each year upon oredits, pensionil 
propenry, real estate impnovements, 
etc, im fact, all values which are icre- 
ated iby labor, leaving a greater share 
with cach succeeding year ito ibe borne 
by ithe values mot the result of poduc- 
tion, ‘As one class of values has been 
observer! to ‘be generally nearly equal 
to ttre other, tthe mate of dncrease 
would ‘be about ten. per cent. each 
year, 

Itt is not essential to the single tax 
ttheary that alll these monopolistic 
values ibe absorbed iby government. 
The sngle tax will be prachically in 
effect avhen ‘the bulk of the evenue is 
drawn from this source, nvhether the 
part deft in the hands of whe present 
possessors tbe great or sma. Wien 
this point is reached, dt wall ibe soon 
encigh to deoide mvhether the funic- 
tion iof government shall (be enlarged 
and the remixinder of these values 
ttaken to pay the expense, 

The single tax i3 generally con- 
sidered as a land ttax, which explains 
much of ithe unreasoning opposition 
to tthe refonm. ‘For land, in he or- 
dinany sense, as ased for agricalture, 
ior a place on avhich wo build a home, 
includes so much that, according to 
the single tax wheory, is mot taxable, 
and is of so muolr less malue than the 
aggregnte which under his plan, 
would tbe taxable, including warfage, 
water power, irnigation rights, values 
iof franchise of public service ant other 
‘conponations, thatt aie fanmers and 
thame-owners out cif eveny ten will 
certainly be relieved of a ‘lange, pos- 
sibly the greater, part of the tax with 
which they are now burdened. 

The osinghe tax is simplicity itself. 
Tt does equal and extacit justice to afl. 
It encourages production nvithout 
hindering ‘consumption. It relieves 
dabor and capital alike of their pre- 
sent (burdens. All civilized! govena- 
ments are in seanch of new resources 
of revenue to meet their growing de- 
mands. Britain and German are ithe 
latest tto attempt fiscal. «:->erimenits 
\based upon the principles taf this doc- 
ttrine. Whhen, even upon a ‘small scale, 
its justice, its simplicity, dts irevennue- 
producing power, and its beneficial 
economic effeais begin to be uniler- 
‘too, there must follciw, slowly per- 
haps, but none the Jess surely, its 
general adoption as tle sole rule and 
method of taxation.

LADY LYTTON'S 
LIFE IN JAIL 


Drawn to a Woman Even Though She 
Had Killed her Child 


London.—Lody Constance Lytton, 
who was imprisoned at Newcastle in 
the cause ow women’s suffrage, touch- 
ed on her experiences at a session of 
the Liberal Christian League at King's 
Weigh House Church. 

“T spent much of my time in the 
hospital ward,” she said. “The first 
evening I noticed a third-class prison- 
er, # woman with a beautiful coun- 
tenance, who seemed to have every 
virtue. She had murdered her own 
child. But so far from being repelled 
by her, 1 felt that her trials had been 
so terrible, and the conditions under 
which she had committed that act 
were so awful, that no woman could 
say she would not have done the same 
if she had been in her place.” 


PEOPLE'S TRUST 
IS ORGANIZED 


(By Philip R. 


Kellar in the Chicago 
Tribune) 

“The people's trust” has been or- 
ganized 1 in Chicago to reduce the cost 
of living by eliminating the middle- 
man’s profits in most instances. IJts 
legal name is the National Cooperat- 
ive society; it has 2,000 members, and 
its president is Julius Kahn, Chicago's 
apostle of co-operative buying in the 
United States along the lines followed 
by the co-operative societies in Kng- 
and, 


Mr. Kahn reads, ithingks, and. talks 
co-operative buying in merchandising. 
Two years ago a co-operative socicty 
organized by him under the name of 
the Cash Buyers’ union was wreck- 
ed by litigation in the federal courts. 
Charges were made against him, based 
upon the sale of stock and the gen- 
eral conduct of the business, and an 
injunction was issued stopping fur- 
ther business pending the trial of the 
case. Judge Anderson of the Unite 
States district court after hearing the 
evidence, directed the jury to return 
a verdict of acquittal. 


Inthe meantime the business, which 
in two years had grown to an organ- 
ization of 20,000 members, doing an- 
nual sales of about $2,500,000 had been 
destroyed. 


Mr. Kahn, t taking hope from the of- 
ficial recognition by the federal courts 
of the legality of co-operative mer- 
chandising, has launched a new socie- 
ty, the National Co-operative, along 
the same lines, and probably the most 
comprehensive plan of the sort ever 
instituted in America. The great ma- 
jority of the shareholders of the old 
concern, according to Mr. Kahn, are 
backing the new society. 


Tn England the cooperative mer- 
chandising system does a large part 
of the country’s business. The Co- 
operative Wholesale Socicty last year 
did a business of more than $540,000,- 
ooo, and that of the army and navy 
co-operative society and of the Civil 
Service supply asociation has grown 
to large proportions. 

Briefly, the National Co-operative 
society plan is united ownership of 
the business by ownership of stock, 
limited to $1,000 to any one person. 
Members are entitled to a five per cent 
discount on purchases and to a § per 
cent commission on sales. An agree- 
ment is made to repurchase any mem- 
her’s stock on demand, and also to re- 
turn the purchase money paid — for 
goods when demanded. 

The ultimate capture for the socie- 
ty of a large part o fthe nation’ s trade 
is Mr. Kahn’s dream. His success 
previous to the unsuccessful attack 
upon his plan upon ‘the charge that it 
was ilegal prompts him to predict con- 
fidently a greater success in a few 
years for the new organization, He 
has radical ideas on the connection b2- 
tween the high cost of living unec- 
onomical methods of doing business, 
and private monopoly of necessities. 

“Our, industrial system,” says Mr. 
Kahn, “is:a dragon with two heads. 
The one is the maw of insufficient 
wages and the other is the maw of 
the excessive cost of living. Both 
heads must be choped off. To chop 
off only one is love’s labor lost. The 
labor unions tried that method. They 

gained higher wages, but quickly lost 
all that advance through the sudden 
increase in the price of necessities. 

“Collective bargaining fixed the em- 
ployer who paid the wages, but failed 
to fix his middleman, the grocer, the 
butcher, the baker, the candlestick- 
maker—to whom these wages had to 
be paid out in exchange for the necé 
essaries of life. 

“The only practical, safe and sane, 
and immediate remedy and relief is 
simple—simpler even, than the organi- 
zation of labor unions. It is co-opera- 
tive, colective bargaining for the nec- 
essarics. 

“English workmen caught the drift 
of collective bargaining over sixiy 
years ago. Their co-operative socie- 
ties have 2,000,000 members, doing a 
business of more than half a billion 
dollars a year, at a profit of some- 
thing like $60,000,000 They own 
some of the ‘tools of industry. They 
have their own woollen mills, shoe 
factories, flour mills, bakeries, cream- 
eries, and tea plantations in Ceylon. 
They run ecight steamships of — their 
own to bring supplies from over the 
seas. They run their own banking de- 
partment with a yearly turnover of 
$500,000,000. They have climinated 
the middleman and saved for them- 
selves his huge profits. 

“What it does not pay them to pro- 
duce they ‘buy at first hand, in bulk, 
in quantities so enormous that they 
get better than the usual wholesale 
rates. They distribute the cheaply 
owned goods to their members at 
prices far below those of their comi- 
petitors. They confine their sales to 
members only and do nat solicit the 
general trade. And yet they return to 
their membership dividends equal to 
40 per cent. onthe investment every 
year. 

“The English do not have the mail 
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ed among the people who create them, 
and this will be a tremendous incen- 
tive to make the members conceatrate 
their trade in their own store.” 

Mr. Kahn points to a statement in 
the platform adopted by the recent 
Wisconsin state convention of the Re- 
publican party, to show that there are 
many other people in the country who 
are turning toward co-operative bar- 
gaining as the zemedy for high liv- 
ing expenses.

“Its advantages will be many. I:

same time to make a little extra mon- 
ey on the side. Profits will be divid-

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SOLUTION OF WATER PROBLEM 
LIES WITH EDMONTON 

In a report submitted on Tuesday evening to the Strathcona 
city council. by ithe board of health of that city a recommendation 
is made that the pumping plant for Strathcona be moved up thie 
river some three miles to the southwest boundary of the city wita 
the hope that Strathcona will thereby secure a pure wvater supply. 

At the same time the superintendent of the Mdmonton water 
system is recommending the establishment of a pumping — sta- 
tion. on the property which the city of Edmonton owns about the 
same distance up the river, on the opposite bank from the Strath- 
cona site. : 

If the two cities are to be amalgamated—and it is now the 
general concensus of opinion that this is the inevitable outcome—— 
the greatest advantage that will come with amalgamation. will be 
the saving in the operation of the utilities. 

lf Strathcona is to establish a new pumping plant up the river 
and Edmonton is to establish one on the opposite bank it will be 
just that much harder for the water department to take advantage 
of the municipal union by amalgamating the two water systems. 

It is a self-evident proposition that Edmonton and Strathcona 
avill sooner or later thave to make some other provision for water 
supply, either by establishing one big pumping station some miles 
up ithe river, with a large and extensive filter or settling basin to 
clarify the water, or else by securing a gravity supply. 

Whatever is to be the final solution, it is plain that any ex- 
penditure made on plant within a few miles of the present popu- 
lated area is in the nature of a makeshift as the river, at least 
avithin a few miles of the city, cannot be depended on for an un- 
contaminated supply for very long. . 

Consequently, before Strathcona makes any large expend:- 
ture for a new pumping plant some definite plan should be arrived 
at as to how the ‘two towns are to get their water in the future, 

Money spent at the present time, cither by Edmonton or 
Strathcona, on any project which did not coincide with ‘the ultimate 
plan would be as good as thrown away. 

‘As che solution lies with Edmanton it is up to Edmonton: to 
furnish it before Strathcona undertakes any large expenditure on 
a new pumping plant. 


‘ALBERTA RECOGNIZES THE RIGHTS 
OF NEGLECTED CHILDREN 


According to an amendment made ‘to the act ‘for the protec- 
tion of neglected children in the province of Alberta, every city 
of more than ten thousand people in this province is required to 
provide atid maintain a temporary shelter for neglected children 
which is not to be a prison, but a place in which the neglected 
children may be kept entirely free from the suggestion of prison 
influence until such time as their case has been disposed of under 
the neglected children law. ; 

Cities ‘of over ten thousand are also required to appoint and 
pay an officer to act as an agent to enforce the neglected children 
law, and this officer will have powers such as are not given 
even to a policeman, to enter any place where children are em- 
ployed or where children congregate, to look after their interests 
and see that they are not abused. 

This places Alberta in the unique position of being the first 
province in the dominion and probably ahead of any state in the 
union in recognizing the right of. the neglected child to protec- 
tion. 

In this province from this time forward no child, either for 
misfortune or incorrigibility will be thrown into a prison ito have 
his tender susceptibilities blunted by contact with conditions from 
which they should be kept free. 

The act which provides for the care of neglected children in 
this province is one of the most forward that has ever been placed 
on the statutes of any country, not only on account of the good 
that dit allows to be done, but also on account of the fact that it 
throws aside the ancient itheory that neglected children should 
be objects of charity and recognizes that they are entitled to be 
taken care of as a right. 


TORONTO'S STREET 
RAILWAY MUDDLE 

‘Voronto thas found itself in a pretty mess with its street car 
service. When the city of Toronto some years ago, gave the ‘Tor- 
onto street railway a twenty-five year franchise, it did so under 
conditions that all the property within the city limits not already 
to the city at a price which made 
allowance only for the scrap value of the material used in construc- 
tion. Since that time the area of the city has increased fifty per 
cent. and as the company is not bound to make extensions in the 
area which was not included in the original agreement it now re- 
fuses to do so. Consequently the city of Toronto, in order to gat 
dransportation for the residents of these later-included suburbs, 
must build the lines as a city work, and having built them, will 
not be able to operate them to advantage because it does not own 
the inside ‘lines. The city must therefore turn them over to the 
‘Toronto street raihway in order to get a service at all. When they 
are built and turned over for operation to the ‘loronto street railway 
the company will charge double fare—five cents within the old city 
limits and ‘five cents outside. 

There is now a bylaw before the ratepayers of Toronto calling 
for $1,280,000 to build these lines. If the ratepayers vote the money 
they will have to wait eleven years before the city will be in a posi- 
tion to operate them as a ‘municipal enterprise. If they fail to vote 
the money;-the commuters who live in the suburbs must walk for 
eleven years. : 

The Toronto street railway ts making many converts for the 
municipal ownership idea.

“The uplift is noticeable in the fea- 
tures of the school teachers’ coun- 
enances these days,” she says, ‘“al- 
though I can remember when ihe cor- 
ners of the mouth had a. downward 
droop, which is very discouraging to 
the growing child. Scowling at a child 
in school and discussing tae question 
of how to wrevent whispering during 
schoo! thours does mo good. The 
teacher who dnterests the pupil need 
wy it heing albcant whispering, The 
it becomes interested, and tthe tea- 
cher’s discipline itthen ‘becomes auto- 
miatic.” 


Transformed a Boy. 

Many interesting stories of Mrs. 
Young’s carly days as a Chicago 
school teacher are jtold. Quick to 
understand a sttuation, she never fal- 
ters wwhen a word will be of some 
benefit. 

iHaynie R. Pearson, a ‘Chicago at- 
torney, tells of a little incident which 
the claims changed him from an indo- 
leat, fun-loving boy ‘to an earnest 
ibusness man, “I was a pupil of Mrs. 
Young and had been censured fur 
playing during school hours,” said: Mir. 
Pearson. ‘As sie was dismissing me, 
Mrs, Young put oth ‘hands on my 
stvoulders, and looking straight at me 
with a thalf sintile, saids ‘Haynie, did 
you ever vhink we owe i wo our- 
selves to devote “he same «amount of 
time to work ‘that we do to play, and 
in just as earnest a spirit? Is was 
a new thought, and I puzzled over it 
considerably, but the more I thought 
of ther words the more I decided she 
was might, and what df TI was ever ito 
succeed as a aman I chad better begin 
to work as well as: play in ‘carnest: 
It was a real lesson and I have pro- 
fited tby it.” 

‘Mrs, Young thas ‘had a tong exper- 
ience of school life. Jor forty-eight 
years she ‘has taught in Chicago. 
Born in Buffalo, Jan. 15, 1845, she re- 
ceived most iof ther undergraduate 
education there, Strangely enouwgta, 
this woman, who thas spent the greaker 
plant of her life in the school room, 
thas ‘spent ibut Witele time there as a 
student, 

{Her father, Theodore Flagg, was a 
distinguished mathematician, and from 
him this daughter got ther excellent 
grounding on this swbject. When she 
was a wery young girl ther family 
moved to ‘Chicago, where she finish- 
ed her education in 1861. The folhonwy- 
ing year she took wp ther duties as 
teacher ‘of Khe first grade in the iFos- 
ter school, : 

Dedicated Her Life. 

Six years later she married William 
Young, who shortly after developed 
tuberculosis amd died. Having ino 
children wo care for, Mrs, Young 
plunged imo educational work, «and 
dedicated ther life ito ‘bettering con- 
ditions along sthat dine. Since hart 
tinve, barring a few vacation trips to 
Europe, Mrs Young has. scarcely 
ceased ito hold important posdicns 
as reacher in the Chicago Pwhlic 
schools, : 

She kaughk im the Untversivy of 
Chicago some tien years azo, and in- 
stituted among cher innovations, the 
serving of tea and cake during class, 
thus giving a social wouch to the stu- 
dent's work which won émmediate ap- 
proval, 

she also conducted a special class 
at her own residence on ‘Tuesday 
anenmoons, at which sive also served 
refreshments. 

“It was an odd class,” said “Mfrs. 
Young reminiscently, “miadke up of 
school superintendents and iather offi- 
aials, and we discussed impontam 
iprobltems as we satat whe dining unable, 
and often carried our cups iback into 
the iparlor.”

Just before her appointment to the 
postion of superintendent of tthe Chi- 
cago Pubtic school, July 30, 1909, Mrs.

“A superintendent should spend the 
mornings visiting and the afternoons 
inthe office,” she said. “Upon ‘finding 
someihing interesting, a whole day 
may well be devoted to following dt 
up, and another day if deemed meces- 
sary. ‘Routine business cannot suc- 
if ground mechanically wannot, and 
cecil, and goimg over a stipulated piece 
mever ihas, succeeded.” 

Another point on which Mrs. Young 
has laid great stress since slie has been 
superintendent is that of making ithe 
teachers feel penfecily at case. 

“T never let a teacher feel phat I 
amon her trail, and dt is well ito con- 
duct all discussions and instriretions 
in quite afniendly and informal man- 
wer,” she says.

The choice of Mrs, Young for super- 
intendlent of whe ‘Chicago schools icanre 
unanimously atioe end of a three-lyaur 
session, which ‘brought ito a close 
nearly three weeks of caucuses and 
informal meetings. ‘here were tive 
other candidates in the field, and all 
were summoned in alphabetical order 
to appear before the board, giving 
their ideas as ‘to the management of 
the Chicago Public schools. 

Mrs. Young was the last one called, 
and the committee listened to her for 
more than thirty’ minutes. 

Half. an hour later she was formally 


notified that’ her election was unani-| 


mous and without debate. Mrs, 
Young outlined her policy in a few 
words: “There is to be but one head, 
and I am it,” she said. “The respon- 
sibility and consequences of action will 
rest on my own shoulders. I ama 
dyed-in-the-wool Republican but 1 be. 
lieve in the Democratic principles of 
co-operation and tthe interchange of 
ideas I am convinced the time has 
come when, we should find our ground 
and stick to it.”

‘enough wor ‘that, it was to go to mar- 
ket wila Joka; then we took our coffee 
at \Paimyre’s stand, far she supple- 
mented a wrarsy cake whe size of a 
cracker as lagniappe with whe coffee. 
At ithe corner of Chartres and Canal 
streets was a ‘ttiny soda ‘fowniain, 
where one could get a glass of sachs 
for a picayune—or mead. We chil- 
diren liked mead. I never see it mow, 
but, as Porecall, it was a thick, thoney, 
creamy drink, ‘We must ‘have pre- 
ferred it because ait seemed st much

GOOD COMPENSATION LAW 
FOR THE BRITISH WORKMAN 


By Samnrel iA. Hanper, 
iAdvorney Liinois (Linibilipy CGommis- 

sion, in-Chicago ‘Tribune. 
ondon—A London solicitor re- 
cently related tto me tthe following 
incident which came wo his notice d- 
lustrating the spnactioal japeration ‘of 
the English workmen's compensation 

daw: 

J., an empbhoyee, was seriously in- 
jured én a Birmingham mill by the 
blowing out tof a valve, throwing 
sailding water and steam upon him, 
The iboiker and: valve appeared to ‘ibe 
im good order pnior to tthe accident 
and thad been carefully tested ‘by tthe 
eimployer, Wihile it was difficult di- 
rectly to fix the blame dior ithe acci- 
dent, there were some cincumstanices 
tending to show that J. might thave 
avoided the torrent of «walter and 
steam wwihich jpoured fonth from the 
boiler. However that may have been, 
as soon as J. was hun he was wt once 
taken to a ‘hospdiial this wounds diress- 
ed, a nurse was assigned to him, and 
the was accorded wll necessary med- 
toad and ‘surgical ‘attention’ during the 
two mumths the avas confined in ‘the 
hospital, 

‘All physician, nurse and (hospital 
bills were paid by the employer. J. 
had no worries on ithat account. His 
family, consistdng of a wife and. ifive 
children, -did not become objects of 
charity, fbut,: “on (the contrary, recaived 
from the employer, for six iweeks, 
one-irahi of J's. weekly earnings, paid 
in the same manner tthat his wages 
ware paid while the was avorking. 
When the had recovered, J. went back 
to work, exohanged a kind word witih 
his employer, and withowt any ser- 
1ous inconvenience 9 himsel, nook wp 
his work. again tt the mill. 

Not An Unuaual Case. 

The folowing incident came urder 
my own personal observation in Ohi- 
cago during the course of my prac- 
tee, and ‘every ‘lawyer in the city 
kniows that it és ndtan exaggerated 
ior unusual case. 

(B. was seriously injured in an ex- 
phosion, al a furnace ina ace anil, 


was unable, Derhiaps to. exercise the | 


same degree of ware for his safaty 
kitsat skilled men an ‘his-dine. of em- 
polyment might exercise. It iwas 
shawn, however, that tthe explosion 
was unavoidable and ‘could mot well 
have been prevented by the employer, 
‘overt with the exercise of the highest 
degree tof care, tthe mature of the par- 
ticular manufacturing. process ‘being 
essentially and inherently dangerous. 

iB. thad a wife and four children. 
His wife's trealtth was already broken 
fhy hard work and the care of ther fam- 


tly. -B. was ttaken to this home after 
the accident. His wife was compelled 
to wot the pars tof murse as best she 
might. tA promise nuas all she could 
give (the doator—biut it was ther prom- 
ise and not that of the emphoyer. B. 
was daid up ior mine weeks, and the 
doctor’s (bill was flange. Insurance 
adjustens called ibefore B. was con- 
scious in an effort to settle nvhat we 
are nwont to iaalll “claim for damages.” 
Several second irate dawyors called 
every day and endeavored tio “get his 
case.” ‘One cof tthem finally ot it— 
on a contingency fee of 50 per cert, 
of wny amount that should be recov- 
ered iby settlement or suit—and. for 
dhis transaction ithe attorney would 
have been disbarred in (England—and 
tthe same treatment should have been 
acogynded shim in ‘Chicago—ibut this 
name is stiM on ‘the ‘Supreme ‘Court 
roll of attorneys at Springfield 
Work of Legal Parasite. 

During this long illness B.’s mind 
was matunalliy imuch jdistunbed iby the 
knowledge what this syife and children 
were being fed iby ‘his kind neighbors 
and the obliging market man—so far 
‘as they were fed at all, His “ambau- 
lance dhasing dawyer” refused the sat- 
tlement of the “damages” offered iby 
‘tthe employer,” and lthis legal parasite 
was able ito prevent settlement as 
long as the chose fby the iniquitous 
attorney's tien daw, which forces whe 
employer to pay the lawyer, in al! 
cases, for this champertous contract 
with the injured workman before -he 
can fbe released from responsibility 
for the accident, 

Under this Lien daw ‘the employer's 
legal obligation ‘to the workmran’s 
dawyer is often iheavier than it is to 
tthe poor wonkiman and. this family. 
This is simply iputting a premium on 
barratry and maintenance which 
would the considered disgraceful) in 
ngland—and tunther, the offending 
attorney dn such a case in England 
would be punished. by imprisonment. 

But—this man finally brought suit 
for B. and, of course, paid the costs 
owt of this own pocket—which was 
highly unprofessional. Seven years 
of altternatinig hope and doubt and un- 
‘cermainty passed slowly iby before B. 
donew at last that he coukl recover 
nothing at all for this toss and suffer- 
ing and this poor mmife's labor and 
anxiety. 

iHe aera dost ‘confidence in tyis 
fellowman, Wihat was infinitely worse, 
the host confidence in our counts, He 
could not understand that the counts 
were tot to blame. ‘For the ardinary. 
workman, dren though American born, 
uf he suffers injury while working for 


his employer, (ims bist one test by I ridiculous to assume ttlat they pvould; |

which ihe measures his right to re- 
cover dor personal injury—and that 
is the injury atself. If the thas been 
fhurt the thinks the ought tto ibe (paid. 
His sense of natural justice ells ‘him 
he ought tto ibe made whole, no mat- 
ter mvho imay thave ‘been technically 
“negligent,” as ku ‘abstract propo- 
sdtdon icf law. 

Given tthe injury, ithe compensation 
must fiollow—this as his Jogic, and ws 
is mot far ifrom the toglic of natural 
justice and right. ‘He cannot ineason 
it out so0.as to convince this employer; 
he canot ‘even ‘reason dt owt ina man- 
ner satisfactony to himself. He simply 
fee's that Ins claim is might,.and the 
depends rightly, wpon those mvho 
make tthe laws as ito bring him that 
measure of justice swhich the feels 
should be tis. 

The next step for him is revolt. If 
legislation such os tthey ‘have in sEng- 
land were given Jthim, he nvould no 
longer condemn the courts for follow- 
ing well knowin and dong established 
principles iof daw. which ithe courts ate 
tight lin ‘ficllowings so long tas the old 
common judge made Jaw remains an- 
changed by statnvte. 

Ai this results from the iniquitous. 
and antiquated system of law relating 
to personal injuries in ‘employments, 
to which we still cling in diinolis. 
The misrespect for our institutions en- 
gendered ‘by tthe disappointments and 
hardship exemplified in the case of 'B. 
is by far the greatest evil in the pre- 
sent out lof date system. 

iA workmen's icompensation Jaw is 
bound tto come in Ibinois. Automatic 
compensation fcr Yndustrial injury, iin 
all cases, regardiless of all questions 
of mere megiligence or fault, is the 
modern, scientific method of settling 
these cases, with.a real approximation 
to justice and right. 


Chief Anxiety of Society. 


Society cares tittle who ds at fault 
after an injury jbappens, its anxiety is 
for the sufferer, If some member of 
x workman’s family accidentally loses

Illinois is at least fifty years behind 
all Europe in tthe enactment of pro- 
gressive degislation designed to take 
care of her injured wvorkmen; and yet 
Hlinots issone of tthe largest ‘industrial 
conumoinw galtihs dv the ‘world, 

This. fis at east one field n which 
(the elasticity of the common law ‘has 
proved mo match for the stmin put 
wpon st by the progress cf modern in- 
dustry, 

Rules of law made for the (black- 
smith iand' hhis helper of 100 yeans ago 
will nat fit the case-of the modern 
sieelanmill, Rules of law made dor the 
butcher and ‘his boy. in thee original 
fellow senvant case will not fit our 
modern packing tndustry—and at is 


and yet wwe istill goon foolishly trying 
to apply them to modern conditions, 
as if we expected justice to result. 

Mhe arguments against safety laws, 
workmen’s ‘compensation ‘laws, ¢te., 
which are often advianced—stuch as che 
danger of driving the industries out of 
tthe state, have been well answered in 
‘England by ‘Chancellor David) Lloyd- 
George, when the says that ‘there are 
few things any country need dear so 
much as ithe despair of the multitude 
—and icone of our state supreme courts 
thas recenthy called them “scare crow 
arguments.” 

‘Nhe modern ‘Christian -docitrine 
should ibe (and is in Europe) that the 
industry should bear ‘the burden of its 
maimed and killed workinen, ss it now 
carries the expense ‘of its bnoken and 
worn out machinery. 

While fire, detertcration of (plant, 
and financial loss are insured agalinst, 
and the insurance, wwhasever fonm it 
may itake, is changed to tthe cost of 
production, no account has thus dar 
been taken in IMinois of the deterior- 
ation tof the human machine. 

It appears that ithe Moloch of in- 
dustrial activity demands w sacrifice 
of human ‘life and dimb, ‘constant, as 
the actuaries’ tables show, wand dnevi- 
table so dong as ‘human contrivances 
and human andenstanding remain fal- 
lible. Accidents ailt happen and_in- 
jury must :‘follow.as our industries are 
at present conpwated. Iit és only fatr 
that ‘the business that calls for this 
sacrifice should pay ithe cost, at least 
in “ive first instance. ‘Let the industry

Prof. Hil of London Invents Appara- 
tus for Use in Treatment of Cases 


of Pneumonia. 


London, Dec. 22—Prof. Yeonard 
Erskine Hill of the London’ hospital 
has invented an apparatus for use in 
the treatment of pneumonia which is 
expected to prove of great service. 

“For some time,” says Prof. Hill, 
“it has been recognized that the best 
way to supply alcoholic stimulant ‘o 
the laboring heart in pneumonia, is by 
way of the lungs in the form of vapor. 
My apparatus arranges for a mixed 
vapor of oxygen, water, and alcohol 
to be carried directly to the lungs, 
whence it reaches the heart from the 
pulmonary veins. Thence the stinw- 
lant is.carried directly to the heart 
muscle itself by the coronary ar- 
teries.” 

Because there is not safficient un- 
diseased lung tissue left to breathe 
with, and because the beart thereby 
fails, the judicious administration of 
heart stimulants so as to tide this 
organ over until the lung symptoms 
subside ‘is the chief point in the treat- 
ment. 

By using ‘Prof. Hill's apparatus the

French Physiologist Says Depression

Mr. Biggar stated ‘that it was the 
wish of the mine owners that a full in. 
vestigation be made into the disaster, 
and ‘that they are quite willing that 
a commission should be appointed. 

To Probe the Matter. 

Attorney-general Mitchell this 
morning, would make no statement, as 
he had seen none of the parties in- 
terested. 

‘It is the intention of the department 
to probe the matter to the bottom, but 
wheher the atorney-general will ac- 
cede to the request ofithe miners, is a 
question. I't is possible that a coim- 
mission will be appointed, but it va eo| 
be that the attorney-general will or- 
der the present jury discharged, and a 
new one impannelled, upon which 
there will be men competent ‘to con- 
sider techiical evidence, and which 
will be instructed to make a full in- 
vestigation, hear all evidence, and re- 
turn a verdict accordingly. 

Crown Prosecutor Campbell, of 
MeLeod, who has been appointed by 
the attorney-general’s: department to 
conduct the investigdtion on ‘their be- 
half, saw the attorney-general_ this 
morning, to arrange for a meeting this 
evening between the miners and mine 
owner's representatives, when the re- 
quest for a commission will be con- 
sidered.
